Victory Loan 
Campaign 1941 
Brings $806,000,000 


OTTAWA, June 23. — Canada’s 
Victory Loan, 1941 passed the record 
of all victory loans of the First Great 
War when, at the close of uperations 
Saturday, the grand total of subscrip. 
tions was $710,958,950, Finance Minis- 
ter Isley announced last night, 

To this total which includes all cash 
subscriptions Mr. Ilsley said there 
must be added conversions amounting 
to $95,875,650. 

“Thus the grand total of cash and 
conversions at the close of business 
Saturday was $806,834,600," suid the 
finance minister, 

“The total amount subscribed ex- 
ceeded even 1918, the greatest of all 
victory loans of the iret Great War 
when $707,000,000 was subscribed.” 

Minimum objective in the campaign 
which opened last June 2 and closed 
at midnight Saturday night 
$600,000,000. 


Mr. Ilsley said counting cash and 
conversions together, approximately 
one person in every 13in Canada had 
subscribed to the 1941 Victory Loan, 


Said Mr. Ilsley: “No fewer than 
91,885 individual subscribers com- 
pleted orders Saturday for $43,980,060. 
The cumulative total of subscribers at 


the close of business Saturday was 
851,698. 


The number of subscribers on Sate 
urday more than doubled the daily 
average for the campaign. All sub- 
scriptions duly recorded or  post- 
marked before midnight Saturday, 
June 21, will be accepted. 

“The huge total of individual sub- 
scriptions indicates beyond any 
question that there must have been a 
very large number of people of modest 
means who, in subecribing, actually 
made patriotic sacrifice. 

“To them all I wish to address a 
message of profound appreciation and 
cordial thanks,” 

The total of subscriptions to the 10- 
year maturity of Victory Loan 1041 
was $631,641,600 and the total of sub- 


scriptions to the. short-term maturi 
was $175,193,000. —

BAYLOR's COURAGE 

Courage is required in these 
days cto do what Baylor 
University has done. In an 
effort to “combat the rising tide 
of smoking on the part of high 
school graduates,” ils president, 
Pat M. Neff, former Governor 
of Texas, has announced rigid 
no-smoking rules for women 
students. Beginning next fall 
“high school girl graduates who 


have contracted the habit of 
smoking will not be admitted.” 
Those applying for admission 
are being pledged not to smoke 

Baylor, a noted denomina- 
tional school in Texas, now close 
toa century old, has a high 
standing of scholastic excel- 
lence, Evidently it seeks to 
inculcate good morals, as well 
aslearing, It may be argued 
that whether one smokes on 
not is a matter for personal 
decision—even among 18-year- 
old high school graduates. 
But not many high school 
children smoke with their 
parents’ permission And 
vertainly Baylor—or any college 
—is privileged to set uon- 
smoking standards, while the 
opportunity of attending should 
be on incentive to students to 
refrain.
